Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that limitations recited in the 
claims, ex. that the pulse waveform power source is "adapted to electrically bias the additional structure to direct the 
electrons from the plasma towards the substrate, the bias providing sufficient energy for the electrons to etch material 
from the substrate", are structural limitations that structurally differentiate the claimed invention, an electron etching 
plasma apparatus, from the teachings of the prior art, which concern ion etching plasma apparatuses. Applicant's 
representative argued that such recitations have not been considered in the rejection of the claims. Examiners 
maintained that the limitations cited by Applicant's representative have been fully considered, and have been 
determined to be functional limitations that the prior art structure would be capable of performing. Examiners indicated 
that no structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art structure could be determined. No 
agreement was reached. 
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
